Not Sufficient Information _ Pe 
March 6th, 1945. 
To the editor of the Townsman: 

Article 8 in the Town Warrant 
proposes a tentative expenditure of 
$21,000. for a three day celebration 
in honor of the 300th anniversary 
of the founding of the town, com- 
plete with a new town history, par- 
ade, banquet, field day and all the 
fixings. I think that some com- 
memoration of the occasion would 
be fitting and proper; but what 
will the town gain physically, mor- 
ally, or spiritually that couldn’t be 
gained equally as well with a much 
less ambitious and expensive pro- 
gram? Will it serve to attract new 
industries, new desirable citizens, 
will it give Andover prestige that 
has any lasting value? ; 

Specifically I question the wis- 
dom i appropriating $7,500. for a 
new town history. It would doubt- 
less be desirable to have -a good, 
accurate history of the town; but 
if there is enough demand for it, 
it should and would be self-sup- 
porting. If the townspeople in gen- 
eral are to derive no benefit from 
it, the town’s money should not be 
spent for it. 

As regards the balance of 
$13,500., the amounts are split 
$1,000. here, $2,000. there, etc., for 
various functions; and as far as I 
have been able to determine, the 
amounts are very rough estimates, 
as it appears that the committees 
have no very definite ideas of the 
costs of the projects outlined. 

Considering that even the time 
when the celebration is to be held 
is also somewhat nebulous on ac- 
count of the war, I think that the 
town would do well to postpone 
consideration of this appropriation 
for ‘another year, to give the com- 
mittees time to analyze their ex- 
penses a little more closely.

b. What would the town gain 
from an expensive 3-day celebration 
that it wouldn’t get from a much 
simpler, less expensive celebration 
either in terms of the present or 
the future.«(Suggestion: Cut down 
on the streamers and the bands; 
turn the saving into some perman- 
ent celebration such as an over-all 
recreation. program).

Town History 

A modern history of the Town of 
Andover should be written, This is 
the opinion of the Historical Com- 
mittee of the Tercentenary Commit- 
tee. The last history was published 
by Sarah L. Bailey in: 1880 and since 
that time much has happened. Not 
only has Andover progressed, but 
our understanding of the signifi- 
cance of the past has been en- 
larged. Recently information con+ 
cerning early Andover that is not 
found in Miss Bailey’s book has 
come to light. The proposed studies 
will show Andover in its true re- 
lationship to its sister towns and 
to the communities which it fos- 
tered. Furthermore, it will be pos- 
sible to describe and explain, in a 
fashion which has not been done 
heretofore, the mode of life of the 
early settlers, and to trace, in some 
detail, how this all developed into 
the Andover which we know today. 

All this is important. Further- 
more, it is significant that the Ter- 
centenary Committee has projected 
this study as one of the means of 
celebrating the anniversary of the 
founding of the town. For many 
years, particularly during its early 


‘history, Andover was widely known 


for its accomplishments, It is fitting 
that Andover should live up to its 
reputation as it plans ‘to have a first 
class, accurate, and complete mod- 
ern history written. 

Plans for the new history are in 
the formative stage. The ‘author 
cannot be selected until the app7o- 
priation has been-made. The Com- 
mittee believes that the history 
should, above all things, be well 
writtem so that everyone can enjoy 
it. This cannot.be said of Bailey’s 
history. The Committee believes 
that the history should be written 
so that it will be of use in the 
schools. The history will emphasize 
the importance of Andover and it 
will explain the development of the 
town in its relationship to the whole 
history of New England. As it is 
now planned the history will be of 
great interest not only to the towns- 
people but to many outside the 
town. Andover, was, and is, an im- 
portant town in eastern Massachu- 
setts. This history will make this 
fact, and the reasons for it, known 
to historians and to the general 
public. 

The project should be approved 
by the Town Meeting for it is an 
undertaking of the community 
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which will be of lasting value. By 
publishing the history planned by 
the Committee the town will have 
accomplished something that many 
other towns in the neighborhood 
have already done. Furthermore 
the progress which has already 
been made indicates that the pro- 
jected history will be better than 
any other local history which has 
yet come on the market.
